Output 
January  through  July  this  year  vas  1 percent  Jess  tha.11  the  seven-month  total  in 
1966,  hut  k percent  more  than  the  5 -year  average,  production  declined  2 percent 
from  June  to  July  this  year.  This  contrasts  i.ith  a 2~per''?-it  g-  in  at  this  time 
last  year  and  an  average  advance  of  6 percent  in  the  poviod.  Temperatures 

during  July  averaged  helov  normal  in  a la'-ge  poilion  of  dne  ccvj.r.ry,  but  were  normal 
or  r’  lv'-o  in  the  .mU.loving  areas:  (1)  The  Test  from  the  Paci-ffc  Coast  eastward  in- 

cl.udirtg  most  oi  ddalio  and  Utali  and  the  western  halves  of  Montana  and  Arizona;  (2) 
Most  of  New  England  end  limited  areas  of  other  A.tlantic  Stares;  (3)  Southern 
sfcctJous  of  New  Mexico  and  Texas. 

dhe  milla'at  content  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  United  States  during  July 

averaged  10.6  percent,  compared  with  10.6  percent  also  in  July  I966  and  10.8  percent 

in  J:.inMry  1967* 

De-.i'oases  in  ice  cream  production  in  July  from  a year  earlier  in  all  regions 
^ of  the  ccouitry  ranged  from  2 percent  in  the  Pacific  to  7 percent  in  the  North  At- 
lantic . Output  was  5 percent  smaller  in  the  East  North  Central  States,  production 
dec.;.eosed  4 percent  both  in  the  l.’est  North  Central  States  and  the  Mountain.  In  the 
output  was  off  3 percent  in  both  the  South  Atlantic  Region  and  the  South 
C’W,Ti;,ral.  In  the  three  leading-producing  states,  production  was  off  2 percent  in 
No”-  fork,  8 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  3 percent  in  California. 

Compared  with  the  I96I-65  average  for  July^  changes  in  production  by  regions 
\rere  mixed.  Output  increased  4 percent  in  the  South  A.tlantic  Region  and  2 percent 
in  both  the  South  Central  and  the  Pacific.  In  the  other  regions,  production  was 
do\'m  2 percent  in  both  the  East  North  Central  and  the  Uest  North  Central,  and  4 per- 
cent both  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  Mountain.  In  the  top-producing  states,  out- 

put was  dovm  6 percent  in  New  York  and  4 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  while  up  3 per- 
cent in  California.

Ice  mill:  production  in  the  United  States  in  July  is  estimated  at  31^2^4-5^000 
gallons.  This  is  only  sligiitly  more  than  in  July  I966,  but  18  percent  greater  than 
the  1961-65  average  for  the  month.  Tlie  January-July  total  this  year  is  up  6 per- 
cent from  the  7-nonth  aggregate  in  I966  and  28  percent  from  the  5 -year  average. 

Seasonally,  output  advanced  2 percent  from  June  to  July,  compared  -irith  ? per- 
cent betveen  these  months  in  I966  and  9 percent  on  the  average  in  the  I96I-65 
period.  All  regions  registered  seasonal  gains  e::cept  the  South  Atlantic,  uiiere 
output  \ras  about  steady  and  the  East  North  Central,  idiere  it  declined  moderately. 

Compared  irith  July  I966,  production  increased  in  the  East  North  Central 
Region  and  the  South  Central,  vhile  holding  aliaost  steady  in  the  Uest.  Decreases 
■\rere  sho^m  in  the  remaining  regions  of  the  country.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


U.S.  production  of  sherbet  in  July  \ras  estimated  at  5^860,000  gallons.  This 
is  12  percent  belo^r  July  I986,  but  2 percent  above  the  I96I-65  average  for  July. 
Cumulative  output  in  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year  is  4 percent  less  than 
the  7-month  total  of  I966,  but  9 percent  more  than  the  5 -year  average. 

Production  advanced  h percent  from  June  to  July,  compared  ■\:ith  11  percent  at 
this  time  a year  ago  and  the  average  of  8 percent  in  the  I96I-65  period.  Output 
declined  in  the  East  North  Central  Region,  the  Uest  North  Central,  and  the  South 
Atlantic . Increases  occurred  in  all  other  regions . 

July  manufacture  \ras  smaller  than  a year  earlier  in  all  regions  except  the 
Pacific,  vhere  it  \7as  moderately  larger.  The  sharpest  decreases  Arere  in  the 
Atlantic  and  North  Central  Regions. 
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'l^LLORINE-TYPE"  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 
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July  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  vith  fats  and  oils 
other  than  miHcfat  vas  estimated  at  5,800,000  gallons.  This  is  5 percent  above 
July  1966,  but  only  slightly  larger  than  the  I96I-65  average  for  the  month. 
Aggregate  output  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year  vas  4 percent  more  than  in  the 
same  period  of  last  year  and  6 percent  greater  than  the  5 -year  average. 

Seasonally,  production  held  about  steady  from  June  to  July  this  year.  This 
contrasts  'vrith  a 3 -percent  decline  between  June  and  July  in  I966  and  an  8-percent 
gain  on  the  average  in  the  I96I-65  period.  Increases  occurred  only  in  Illinois, 
Missouri,  Arizona,  Oregon,  and  California. 

Compared  with  July  1966,  output  vas  up  in  Texas,  Arizona,  Oregon,  and 
California.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  other  Mellorine -producing  states.

Water  ice  production  in  the  United  States  in  July  vas  placed  at  6, 260,000 
gallons  - 17  percent  less  than  in  July  I966,  but  4 percent  more  than  the  196I-65 
average  for  the  month.  Total  output  throu^  July  this  year  vas  4 percent  lover 
than  in  the  first  seven  months  of  I986,  but  10  percent  hi^er  than  the  ^-year 
average . 

The  seasonal  increase  vas  only  1 percent  from  June  to  July  this  year,  com- 
pared with  13  percent  at  this  time  in  I966  and  3 percent  on  the  average  in  the 
I96I-65  period.  Increases  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  and  the  West  outweighed 
decreases  in  the  other  regions  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  July  I966,  production  increased  only  in  the  West.  Decreases 
occurred  in  all  other  regions . Losses  were  particularly  sharp  in  the  North  Atlan- 
tic Region  and  the  West  North  Central.
